WASHINGTON, March 25—The senate sent to conference witlj the 
house today a bill carrying drastic anti-bureaucratic amendm ents 
adopted in a new assertion of congressional power over the govern­ 
m ent’s purse strings. 
The am endm ents were added to the eight billion 600 million dollar 
independent offices supply bill, some of them after bitter controversy 
and close votes, during which the senate overruled Vice-President W al­ 
lace and reversed itself. 
The measure carried these restrictive provisions: 
1. Russell amendm ent prohibiting use of funds by any presidential 
agency which has been in existence for more than a year after July 1 
without a specific appropriation by congress. This is aimed especially 
a t the President’s F air Employ­ 
ment Practices Committee. 
2. McKellar am endment requir­ 
ing senate confirmation of all fed­ 
eral employes receiving 
salaries 
of 9 4,500 a year or more. E sti­ 
mated to affect more than 27,000 
employes. 
3. Committee proposal imposing 
fine and imprisonm ent for use of 
federal automobiles for other than 
official business. 
4. McKellar am endm ent requir­ 
ing Tennessee 
Valley 
A uthority 
to pay receipts from 
its 
power 
business into the treasury and de­ 
pend on congressional appropria­ 
tions for its operations. 
Sen. Aiken (R) Vt., failed by 
a narrow m argin to obtain adop­ 
tion of 
an 
am endm ent 
which 
would have forced the Reconstm c 
tton 
Finance 
Corporation 
and 
ew*T other agencies to subm it to 
an annual audit by tbs com ptrol­ 
ler-gen era L Some agencies, chief­ 
ly governm ent corporations, are 
exem pt from the usual 
require­ 
m ent for governm ent audit. 
The Russell amendment, which 
precipitated sharp debate, would 
ban an estim ated 17 or 18 agencies 
created by President Roosevelt by 
executive order and supplied with 
funds from emergency appropria­ 
tions made to the President. 
The senate fight, however, re­ 
volved around the Fair Employ­ 
ment Practices 
Committee, 
ap­ 
pointed to assure Negroes employ­ 
m ent in w ar industries. The sen­ 
ate at first adopted an am endm ent 
of Sen. Buck <R) Del., excepting 
the com m ittee from the 
Russell 
amendment, and then reversed it­ 
self. 
Russell assailed Republicans and 
others who supported the Buck 
amendment. He declared th a t the 
FEPC was not the real 
issue— 
th at It was the creation of bu­ 
reaucracies without the consent of 
congress. 
Russell interpreted the amend­ 
m ent as applying to the FEPC, 
despite a contrary

pressed by Sen. Bennett 
Clark 
(D) Mo.

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AN ALEUTIANS BASE, March 
21— (Delayed)—W alter 
Winchell, 
who claim* he is Am erica's "one 
man newspaper,” was taken to 
task today about a story under 
his name concerning a Jap pris­ 
oner who blew himself and five 
naval officers to bits with a con­ 
cealed grenade, by an officer who 
was there, and who commented 
wryly; " ’T ain't the way I seen 
it.’ ” 
The 
officer, 
Colonel 
William 
Verbeck, author of the "Verbeck 
plan” for bombing the Japs after 
the war, scotched the 
Winchell 
"scoop” which appeared in 
his 
February 16 column, by relating 
w hat actually happened in 
the 
hut where the incident was sup­ 
posed to have occurred. 
The Jap prisoner, according to 
W alter, had been 
captured 
at 
Dutch H arbor two m onths 
ago 
where he had been hiding "since 
the Am ericans retook the spot.” 
Carted off to a hut, the Nip was 
stripped down to a G-string to 
make sure he carried no concealed 
weapons. He was escorted into a 
com er of the hut while officers 
prepared to question him. 
While their backs were turned, 
according to the columnist, the 
Nip pulled a grenade from his G- 
string and tossed 
it 
into 
the 
huddle of 
would-be 
questioners, 
blowing them, and himself, into 
kingdom come or wherever dead 
Japs go. The only survivor, Win­ 
chell said, was a sailor who’d left 
on an errand.

WASHINGTON, March 25—The 
United States government is un­ 
derstood today to be prepared to 
accept Gen. Charles De Gaulle and 
hia 
French 
National 
Liberation 
Committee as the tem porary gov­ 
erning 
authority 
in 
liberated 
France providing he behaves him ­ 
self politically and plays fair ball 
with the Allies. 
However, the American plan for 
dealing with De Gaulle includes a 
definite check-rein which can be 
used if the French general's polit­ 
ical activities threaten to inter­ 
fere with Allied m ilitary opera­ 
tions. 
This check-rein would be held 
by Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
supreme commander of the Allied 
invasion forces. Under the Am er­ 
ican plan, Eisenhower would be 
given complete authority to deter­ 
mine the eatent to which De Gaulle j 
and his com m ittee should be ac­ 
cepted as the governing authority 
in those areas of metropolitan 
France which are liberated by the 
Allied armies. 
Must Behave 
Thus, if De Gaulle cooperates 
wholeheartedly with Eisenhower, 
the American com m ander will be 
in a position to recognize the 
French leader and his committee 
as the tem porary governing au­ 
thority of the liberated areas. 
If, on the other hand, De Gaulle 
should perm it his political activi­ 
ties to interfere with Allied mili­ 
tary operations, Eisenhower would 
be free to deal with any other 
group of non-Vichy Frenchmen 
who were disposed to cooperate 
100 percent with the Allies in 
helping liberate France with the 
least possible delay. 
Official W ashington believes this 
pLan should meet with the ap­ 
proval of every Frenchm an whose 
prim ary concern is to free his

NEW YORK, March 25—Form ­ 
er President H erbert Hoover urged 
today th at the United States use 
its g o o d offices to get Finland out 
of the w ar and warned that the 
"question is of profound im port­ 
ance to the future of freedom.” 
"The 
way 
this 
problem 
Is 
handled will be a profound indica­ 
tion of the future of collaboration," 
Hoover declared and asked "does 
not our government have an ob­ 
ligation to the future which must 
be exerted now ?” 
In a 
statem ent issued 
in New 
York the only living ex-president 
staunchly defended Finland’s posi­ 
tion. 
"She (Finland) had the option of 
joining Germany or of being raped 
by the Germ ans,” he said, "like 
Belgium and in m aking her deci­ 
sion she was no doubt impelled by 
the hope of recovering her home­ 
lands again (lost In the 19 40 Fin- 
nish-Russian w ar). 
"But despite all that has happen­ 
ed, we cannot class her with the 
other Allies of Germany. We can­ 
not forget th at her whole aspira­ 
tion is democracy and freedom.” 
Finland "w ants to cease fight­ 
ing,” Hoover said, but she cannot 
intern the German arm y within 
her borders. Her purpose in en­ 
tering the war, said the veteran 
statesm an, was "not to spread 
Naziism, but to preserve the lib­ 
erty and democracy of the Finnish 
people." 
Hoover warned th at ’there can 
be no lasting peace in the world 
unless such people as the Finns are 
to have 
their independence 
and 
lands restored.”

that Bad o glio was a drain on the Allied ef­

ditched. General Eisen­ 
ho wer, when he came back here in J anu­ 
ary , was an y thin g but enthusiastic about 
Bad o glio an d felt that 
the poor response 
o f the Italian p eo p le in 
aiding the Allied 
armies might be due to their dislike of Ba­ 
d o glio . 
The Presid en t was lo ath to hav e a 
sho wd o wn with Chu rchill, fo r 
the British 
so far hav e been the d efen d ers 
of the 
Ho u se o f Sav o y an d hav e ho p ed that 
the 
thro n e o f Italy might be preserv ed. About 
two week s ago , ho wev er, 
the President fi­ 
n ally acted . An d abo u t two 
day s later, the 
Ru ssian s, witho u t co n su ltin g 
either us or 
the British, reco gn ized the man we wanted 
to bo u n ce. 
That was why Secretary Hull asked 
Stalin fo r ex p lan atio n s 
and was obv iously 
bo ilin g mad .

W hat Co mmu n ist lead er Erco li 
has been d o in g in Italy is n o t k n o wn , bu t it 
is k n o wn that he arriv ed there after get­ 
tin g o fficial p ermissio n to p ass thro u gh 
Tu rk ey an d w ith the san ctio n o f the Bad o ­ 
glio go v ern men t. Therefo re, he mu st be 
co o p eratin g with Bad o glio . Also , Bad o glio 
had two So cialist labo r men attached to 
his cabin et— Bu o zzi an d Pietro Nin n i. 
2. Mu sso lin i was o n e o f the first to 
reco gn ize So v iet Ru ssia an d , d esp ite his ti­ 
rad es again st Co mmu n ism, the Fascists 
carred o n p ro fitable trad e relatio n s with 
Ru ssia u n til the war. 
3. Man y Ru ssian warship s hav e been 
bu ilt in Italy , so that Ru ssian crews are 
familiar with 
Italian techn ical 
marin e 
eq u ip men t an d can easily o p erate the Ital­ 
ian fleet. It may be that hastier an d mo re 
willin g d iv isio n o f the Italian fleet will 
fo llo w as a resu lt o f Bad o glio ’s reco gn itio n . 
These were the min o r facto rs. Main 
facto rs, ho wev er, p ro bably were Stalin ’s 
gro win g restlessn ess regard in g o u r failu re 
to o p en the seco n d fro n t an d the ru mo r that 
it might n o t be o p en ed after a ll; to gether 
with an ap p aren t Ru ssian p o licy to p u t in 
p o wer weak go v ern men ts which Stalin 
co u ld sweep o u t mo re easily after the war 
in fav o r o f strictly p ro -Ru ssian go v ern ­ 
men ts. 
W hatev er may be the reaso n s behin d 
his mo v e, there is n o d o u bt that Stalin re­ 
ally lan d ed a d ip lo matic hay -mak er. The 
embassies are still bu zzin g o v er it.

It requ ires bombing and bom­ 
barding h ostile sh ores, th en land­ 
ing men, tanks and artillery u pon 
th em, and inv olv es defense against 
enemy air attacks by ou r figh ter 
planes, by maneu v ering th e sh ips 
and by sh ip’s gu nfire. 
Th ou gh ou r job remains essen­ 
tially th e same as in World War 
I, controlling th e sea, ou r tools 
differ. 
Becau se th e Nav y rates offensiv e 
weapons as more important th an 
defensiv e arms, let u s ex amine th e 
teeth and claws with wh ich we are 
figh ting. We mu st not ov erlook, 
h owev er, means for defending ou r­ 
selv es against torpedo and bomb­ 
ing attacks. 
Prior to Pearl Harbor, th e fleet 
was not badly oft for h eav y anti­ 
aircraft gu ns. 
We h ad u sed h eav ier gu ns th an 
most nav ies for th is pu rpose for 15 
y ears, and th e latest design, a fiv e- 
inch gu n, togeth er with its ex cel­ 
lent single and twin mou nts, h ad 
no equ al in all-arou nd effectiv eness, 
wh ich is made u p of range, accu ­ 
racy , rate of fire and ru ggedness. 
Th e gu n is u sed against both 
planes and sh ips. I h e Japs h av e 
paid th is gu n its greatest compli­ 
ment. Th ey call it a fiv e-inch ma­ 
ch ine gu n. 
Good as th ey are against h igh 
altitu de bombers, fiv e-inch gu ns 
are only a partial answer to air 
attacks driv en h ome to close range. 
And strange as it may seem, th e 
Nav y wh ich in th e ’20’s h ad in­ 
v ented th e torpedo plane and th e 
div e bomber, in 1940 was still be­ 
h ind in its defense against th em. 
Th e sh ort-range A.-A. battery on 
ou r older sh ips consisted of bu t a 
few .50-caliber m a c h i n e gu n*. 
Mou nted in aircraft th ese are h igh ­ 
ly effectiv e at th e relativ ely sh ort 
ranges at wh ich planes figh t each 
oth er. 
Th e large nu mber of h its th en 
made can saw off a wing or tear 
an engine to pieces. 
Bu t a few 
scattered bu llet h oles made at 
mu ch longer ranges by a sh ip, will 
not bring down a plane u nless by 
sh eer lu ck one of th em h its a v ital 
spot. 
Defense Was Weak 
A 1.1-inch au tomatic gu n, in a 
fou r-barreled mou nt, firing an ex ­ 
plosiv e projectile with a sensitiv e 
contact fu se, h ad been designed in 
th e ’30’s, and a few h ad been man­ 
u factu red for th e latest sh ips. 
Enou gh were “on order” to equ ip 
all ou r h eav y combat sh ips ev en­ 
tu ally with a few each . 
Meanwh ile, th eir places were 
being filled with th ree-inch gu ns 
already on h and—good gu ns, bu t 
not mu ch good for th is pu rpose. 
Ev en th e 1.1-inch wh ile th e proper 
ty pe of gu n, was a little too ligh t. 
Wh en th e deficiency in nu mbers 
and types of close-range anti-air­ 
craft weapons was recognized, in 
th e middle of 1940, time did not 
permit designing new and h eav ier 
au tomatic gu ns and working th e 
bu gs ou t of th em, for th is proced­ 
u re wou ld take a y ear or two be­ 
fore ev en starting produ ction. We 
h ad to find th em ready made, and 
prov ed in action. 
We fou nd th em, in th e Swiss 20- 
millimeter Oerlikon and th e Swed­ 
ish 40-mlHlmeter Bofors. 
Bu t to 
get th em and th eir ammu nition 
into mass produ ction called for 
many time-consu ming steps. So we 
were ju st beginning to get produ c­ 
tion wh en th e Japs stru ck at Pearl 
Harbor. 
Anti-aircraft defense on ou r bat­ 
tlesh ips h as now increased IOO 
times.

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RUBBER CULTURE 
IT seems likely that this western hemis- 
■ phere will be able, before many years, 
to grow its own rubber and thus overcome 
one of the greatest handicaps of the pres­ 
ent war. It grows naturally in regions that 
seem no good for anything else— particu­ 
larly in the desert areas of southwestern 
United States and northwestern Mexico. 
The guayule plant is the carr ier of this pre­ 
cious substance, and is now being reaped 
by machinery. It is also being planted on 
a large scale, under the direction of Amer­ 
ican experts. Big rubber interests of Ak­ 
ron, O., where most American rubber is 
manufactured, expect to be producing be­ 
fore long at least 2,000 tons of guayule 
rubber a year. It w ill probably not be many 
years until this country is producing its 
own supply, and rubber will be cheap 
again. 
Whenever this subject comes up, a lot 
of Americans begin wondering about the 
old rubber plants that used to stand in 
American living rooms, and were the joy 
and pride of millions of our people. Appar­ 
ently they were the same guayule trees on 
w hich this nation is depending now for its 
rubber supply. Some people naturally won­ 
der why it wouldn’t be a good thing to 
revive that quaint old practice, and renew 
such indoor culture, and periodically turn 
in the rubber for public use. But it is a 
slow grower, requiring warmth, and no 
such call has come from Washington. 


WANTED TO OUST BADOCLIO 
ASH1NGTON — Senators who have 
learned the full facts have been flab­ 
bergasted at what happened juat before 
Stalin recognized the Badoglio govern­ 
ment. Most people didn't know it but, just 
a few days before, the President had fi­ 
nally sent a message to Prime Minister 
Churchill saying that Badoglio would have 


to go. 
The President long had received ur­ 
gent advice from various men around him 
that Badoglio was a drain on the Allied ef­ 
fort and must be ditched. General Eisen­ 
hower, when he came back here in Janu­ 
ary, was anything but enthusiastic about 
Badoglio and felt that the poor response 
of the Italian people in aiding the Allied 
armies might be due to their dislike of Ba­ 
doglio. 
The President was loath to have a 
showdown with Churchill, for the British 
so far have been the defenders of the 
House of Savoy and have hoped that the 
throne of Italy might be preserved. About 
two weeks ago, however, the President fi­ 
nally acted. And about two days later, the 
Russians, without consulting either us or 
the British, recognized the man we wanted 
to bounce. 
That was why Secretary Hull asked 
Stalin for explanations and was obviously 
boiling mad. 


AN IM PO R TA N T YEAR 
B 
ELIEVE it or not, spring has come. And 
in regions where the date of this not­ 
able event coincided with howling bliz­ 
zards or deep snowfall, the fact must be 
taken on faith. 
This may be the most momentous year 
in American history — a year of great 
struggle and perhaps great achievement. 
The war dominates everything. 
Spring inevitably leads to Summer. It 
is wise to plant gardens, contributing in 
every' way to a personal and national food 
supply, so that we shall be secure from 
want at home and able to tend help abroad. 
We fight w ith food as well as guns. 
It is a year for confidence. In the tough 
times ahead, it must be remembered that 
faith— along with works—-can move moun­ 
tains. 
Our allies in Europe have done won­ 
derfully. But Britain is tired, and power­ 
ful Russia may be nearing the end of her 
tremendous effort. To both of those na­ 
tions we Americans may owe more than 
w'e can ever repay. But let us remember 
what w’e ow e them, and let them know how* 
we appreciate it. 


That “two-pronged invasion" of Jap 
territory .should make them realize that 
the devil’s after them. 


FACTORS BEHIND MOVE 
There were several minor factors be­ 
hind Stalin’s sudden move, plus two big 
factors. The minor factors were: 
1. Badoglio already had permitted 
Comrade Ercoli, Italy's No. I Communist, 
to return from Russia to Italy by way of 
Turkey. What Communist leader Ercoli 
has been doing in Italy is not known, but it 
is known that he arrived there after get­ 
ting official permission to pass through 
Turkey and with the sanction of the Bado­ 
glio government. Therefore, he must be 
cooperating with Badoglio. Also, Badoglio 
had two Socialist labor men attached to 
his cabinet— Buozzi and Pietro Ninni. 
2. Mussolini was one of the first to 
recognize Soviet Russia and, despite his ti­ 
rades against Communism, the Fascists 
carred on profitable trade relations with 
Russia until the war. 
3. Many Russian warships have been 
built in Italy, so that Russian crews are 
familiar with 
Italian technical marine 
equipment and can easily operate the Ital­ 
ian fleet. It may be that hastier and more 
willing division of the Italian fleet will 
follow as a result of Badoglio’s recognition. 
These were the minor factors. Main 
factors, however, probably were Stalin’s 
growing restlessness regarding our failure 
to open the second front and the rumor that 
it might not be opened after a ll; together 
with an appgrent Russian policy to put in 
power weak governments which Stalin 
could sweep out more easily after the war 
in favor of strictly pro-Russian govern­ 
ments. 
Whatever may be the reasons behind 
his move, there is no doubt that Stalin re­ 
ally landed a diplomatic hay-maker. The 
embassies are still buzzing over it.

0 WASHINGTON—Many a textbook on naval strategy and am­ 
phibious warfare will have to be revised completely or discarded 
altogether as the result of developments in the Pacific. 
Before the Japanese assault on Pearl Harbor, there was no prece­ 
dent or plan for lightning conquest of huge masses of atolls and 
islands. Although American naval and military leaders were ac­ 
cused of “costly” Island hopping early in the war, it was the Jap­ 
anese high command which used these tactics. 
Because they had overwhelming superiority on sea 
an i In th# air, the Jape in the first six months moved 
by easy eta gel through the Philippines, Indo-China, 
Malaya, Burma, th# Netherlands East Indies and th# 
island barrier north of Australia 
American leaders did some Island hopping while they got set for 
more daring operations. The new era in amphibious warfare began 
when an invasion fleet by-pasaed the strongly-held island of Risks 
and hit the Jap* la Atta. The move made Risks untenable for the 
Mikado’s men. 
This strategy was followed on a larger scale in the Marshalls, and 
It sealed the doom of more than 20,000 Jape who thought they could 
bold out for yea rn in positions they had been building up for more 
than a quarter of a century. 
Look for even more daring move* by the United States Pacific 
fleet in cooperation with the Army and Marines and the support of 
land and carrier-baaed planes.

U. S. CONTROL OVER 


Our Offensive Weapons Greatly 


Improved, Writes Admiral Blandy

SEAS 
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Our job involves attacks by both 
carrier and land-based airplanes, 
and day and night battles by bat­ 
tleships, cruisers and destroyers; 
by escort and patrol vessels, and 
aircraft, against the enemy’s naval 
vessels and merchant shipping. 
It requires bombing and bom­ 
barding hostile shores, then land­ 
ing men, tanks and artillery upon 
them, and involves defense against 
enemy air attacks by our fighter 
planes, by maneuvering the ships 
and by ship’s gunfire. 
Though our job remains essen­ 
tially the same as in World War 
I, controlling the sea, our tools 
differ. 
Because the Navy rates offensive 
weapons as m ort important than 
defensive arms, let us examine the 
teeth and claws with which we ars 
fighting. We must not overlook, 
however, means for defending our­ 
selves against torpedo and bomb­ 
ing attacks. 
Prior to Pearl Harbor, the fleet 
was not badly off for heavy anti­ 
aircraft guns. 
We had used heavier guns than 
most navies for this purpose for 15 
years, and the latest design, a five- 
inch gun, together with its excel­ 
lent single and twin mounts, had 
no equal in all-around effectiveness, 
which is made up of range, accu­ 
racy, rate of fire and ruggedness. 
The gun is used against both 
planes and ships. I he Jap* have 
paid this gun its greatest compli­ 
m ent They call it a five-inch ma­ 
chine gun. 
Good as they are against high 
altitude bombers, five-inch guns 
ars only a partial answer to air 
attacks driven home to close range. 
And strange as it may seem, the 
Navy which in the ’20’s had In­ 
vented the torpedo plane and the 
dive bomber, in 1940 was still be­ 
hind in its defense against them. 
The short-range A.-A. battery on 
our older ships consisted of but a 
few .50-caliber m a c h i n e guns. 
Mounted in aircraft these are high­ 
ly effective at the relatively short 
ranges at which planes fight each 
other. 
The large number of hits then 
made can saw off a wing or tear 
an engine to pieces. 
But a few 
scattered 
bullet holes made at 
much longer ranges by a ship, will 
not bring down a plane unless by 
sheer luck one of them hits a vital 
spot 
Defense Was Weak 
A 1.1-inch automatic gun, in a 
four-barreled mount, firing an ex­ 
plosive projectile with a sensitive 
contact fuse, had been designed in 
the ’30’s, and a few had been man­ 
ufactured for the latest ships. 
Enough were "on order" to equip 
all our heavy combat ships even­ 
tually with a few each. 
Meanwhile, their places were 
being filled with three-inch guns 
already on hand—good guns, but 
not much good for this purpose. 
Even the 1.1-inch while the proper 
type of gun, was a little too light. 
When the deficiency in numbers 
and type* of close-range anti-air­ 
craft weapons was recognized, in 
the middle of 1940, time did not 
permit designing new and heavier 
automatic guns and working the 
bugs out of them, for this proced­ 
ure would take a year or two be­ 
fore even starting production. We 
had to find them ready made, and 
proved in action. 
We found them, in the Swiss 20- 
millimeter Oerlikon and the Swed­ 
ish 40-millimeter Bofors. 
But to 
get them and their ammunition 
into mass production called for 
many time-consuming steps. So wa 
were just beginning to get produc­ 
tion when the Japs struck at Pearl 
Harbor. 
Anti-aircraft defense on our bat­ 
tleships has now increased IOO 
tlm ea Other types of ships have 
comparable Increases in anti-air­ 
craft firepower.

Together, the fighter 
and the A.-A. gun have kept us 
from losing any major ship to air 
attack for the past 12 months. 
But we have lost smaller vessels, 
and we may have to lose big ships 
again; for the defense cannot be 
perfect, and our ships are looking 
for trouble.

This is partly 
because production got ahead of 
requirements in 1942, and partly 
due to the success of the antl-sub- 
marine campaign in 1943. 
One of the toughest production 
problems Navy ordnance has had 
to face in thLs war has been tor­ 
pedo manufacture. This "tin fish" 
has ail the essential elements of a 
submarine, without the benefit of 
even a one-man crew. 
Its 5,000 parts, most of them 
machined with the utmost precis­ 
ion, must carry the fuel, convert it 
to power, drive the torepdo at a 
uniform, selected speed, keep It on 
a straight course at a selected 
depth, 
and 
carry 
hundreds 
of 
pounds of high explosives which 
must be detonated in contact with 
the target. Even in mass produc­ 
tion, torpedoes cost about $10,000 
apiece. 
The job would have been a little 
easier if only one design had been 
needed. But tactical conditions dic­ 
tate design, and a destroyer, a sub­ 
marine and an airplane have quite 
different conditions to meet, in fir­ 
ing torpedoes. So we have to make 
three designs. The FT* boat can be 
easily adapted to use any type. 
More and More Torpedoes 
The growth of our submarine 
force and our air power, and oper­ 
ations from bases ever closer to 
Japan, will mean a heavy increase 
in expenditure of the torpedo, the 
best weapon in the world for sink­ 
ing ships. 
Production of heavy ammunition 
continues to increase. Most of it 
will be expended in the bombard­ 
ment of shore positions, though we 
hope to favor the Japanese fleet 
with some of it, too. The quantities 
to be produced in 1944 are far 
greater than for any year so far. 
And the firing of all this ammuni­ 
tion means many new gun liners or 
barrels. 
Some people apparently have 
reached the conclusion that we can 
now coast down hill to an early 
end of the war. But far from coast­ 
ing, where Navy ordnance is con­ 
cerned, we haven’t even reached a 
"plateau" of production. 
We are still climbing the hill, 
with the peak not yet in sight. To 
reach that peak will require from 
industry and labor the same tire­ 
less energy, the same fine co-opera­ 
tion, which have thus far charac­ 
terized its effort, and have made 
the coming major offensive in the 
Pacific possible.
